Thirty-Nine Miners Saved From 
the Park Slip Pit. 


~The Mangled Remains of Many Victims 
Found in the Colliery. 


HIGHT AND DAY THE WORK OF RESCUE 
eves GOES ON. 


Seenes Aboutthe Pit’s Mouth When the 
Bodies Were Brought to the Surface— 
The Mine Was a Sea of Fire—Story Told 
by One of the Men Saved From Death— 
The Sibley Yecht Hoax—Ca*ualities. 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—All night long the volun- 


teer rescuing parties kept up their work at 


the Park Slip pit, the scene of the disastrous 


explosion at Bridgen in Wales, yesterday. 


They worked with awill and removed an 
enormous quantity of debris from the mine. 
At 6o’clock this morning they had penetrated 
900 yards into the main shaft. In all this dis- 
tance nota sign of life was discovered, but 
here andthere the body of a miner was 
found, Some of the men had died in the very 
act of using their picks. Ten bodies were re- 
covered of men who did not have a second’s 
warning of the fate hanging over them. 

All who were killed in this locality had, 
however, not met with instant death. The 
bodies of two miners were found who had 
apparently made frantic efforts to escape 
from the pit. They had been frustrated by 
the falling rocks of the mine,and their bodies 
were terribly mutilated. Crushed to death 
they were swept over by the raging fire that 
burned out many of the timber supports, and 
their arms, legs and heads, that had not 
been protected by the fallen earth, were hor- 
ribly burned. 

The rescuers were divided into relief 
squads, andit was impossible for any of the 
volunteers to work for any length of time, as 
the mine is filled with damp. 

SAVED FROM DEATH. 

While a band ofthe rescuers were working 
their way further Into the mine, a sound was 
heard that caused the workmen to suddenly 
suspend operations. Eagerly listening they 
waited a repetition of the sound. Soon it 
came, low and weak, but in sufficient volume 
to make the rescuers know that somebody 
behind the fallen rock and earth was alive. 
With a hearty cheer in response, the rescuers 
again bent to their task with renewed 
energy. Word was passed tothe pit mouth and 
soon intelligence spread around the district 
that some of the imprisoned miners were yet 
alive and that they would be saved. 

In a short time there was a scene of the 
wildest excitement above the pit mouth. 
Women and children who had stood about all 
day yesterday waiting to see if the bodies of 
husbands and fathers would be brought to 
the surface, ran to the pit, and in eager, 
strained voices, asked if the news was true. 
W hen assured that it was the scene about the 
pit was a wonderful one. 


Far below the surface of the ground the 
sturdy rescuers continued their difficult task. 
Slowly they dug their way forward, careful 
that the debris did not fall uponthem. At 
last they determined to change their mode of 
operation and todig asortoftunnel. Creep- 
ingand sometimes lying flat on their stom- 
achs they advanced, while those behind kept 
the tunnel clear. For many yards they thus 
dug forward, cheered and encouraged by the 
sounds heard now and then showing the sur- 
vivors knew they were approaching. Some 
ofthe women fellon their Knees and prayed 
that their husbands might be among those 
wholived. Others, still doubtingthe good 
news, stood perfectly still and gazed with 
fixed eyes on the burned and bDilackened mouth 
of the pitas though they expected to see the 
gupposed lost men emerge from it. 

BURNED AND BRUISED. 

Atlast the separating bank of rock and 
earth fell inward and the rescuers, still crawl- 
ing, entered an open space in which were 
huddled together a number of the minerg 
who had been imprisoned since yesterday 
morning. It was as thoughthe grave hail 
given upitsdead. The rescuers found that 
most of theircomrades had been badly in- 
jured and burned. So serious indeed ts their 
condition that special arrangements’ will 
have to be madeto get them from the pit. 
Slings and other appliances are being hastily 
yet carefully prepared to raise the saved men 
from the pit. 

The after dampisso bad that the work of 
rescue is often retarded, the volunteers be- 
ing driven out of the excavations until the 
airimproves. It is said that some of the im- 
prisoned men were unconscious when found, 
while others were in a dazed condition. The 
women about the pit mouth are becoming 
distracted and are begging with piteous cries 
for the officers to hurry the work. ‘They fear 
something more will happento the men. It 
is needless to say that everything possible ts 
being done to recover the bodies of the dead 
and also the living. 

THIRTY-NINE SAVED. 

At 1:80 o’clock this afternoon another dls- 
patch was received from bBridgen stating 
that thirty-nine of the imprisoned miners 
had: been rescued and brought to the pit- 
head. The scene when they reac¥ed the sur- 
face was indescribable. When they were 
recognized by their wives, mothers or sweet- 
hearts they were frantically embraced and 
kissedagain and again. Their arrival at the 
surface, though it brought joy to many hearts, 
brought deep sorrow and despair to others, 
It was painfui to witness the looks of agony 
and despair on the faces of some of the 
women and chiljren when they saw their 
husbands an athers were not among 
the rescued. Sadly they turned 
away and with heavy hearts walked 
away. Yheir despair was not hopeless, 
however, forthe fescue of thirty-nine led to 
the belief that perhaps others in tle mine 
had escaped and were awaiting the coming 
of their rescuers. The work of clearing the 
galleries is being pushed as rapidly as the 
atmosphere of the pit will permit. 

One of the rescued miners said: ‘‘Kighteen 
of us got together in a level after the ex- 
plosion. We could hear the flames rouring 
through the mine. After a time we tried to 
get out, but were driven back by the sulphur 
fumes. Three of them thought they could 
rush through thelevel. They crawled and 
picked their way until they reached a com- 

ely good place, when they started to 
run. They had gone only a short distance 
when all three were overcome by the gas and 
fell, It was impossibie to save them and they 
died where they fell,’’

SIBLEY WILL INVESTIGATE. 

‘MONTREAL, Quebec, Aug. 27.—H. W. Sibley, 
the New York capitalist, and his wife, son 
and daughter, Mrs. M. B. Pond and Miss 
Durbin, Rochester, N. Y., are at the 
Windsor Hotel, and not at the bottom of the 
Georgian Bay, as falsely reported. Mr. Sib- 
ley declares that he and his party are the 
victims of a cruei hoax, which he intends to 
investigate tothefuliest extent. The yacht 
Wapiti left Mackinaw onthe 2ist inst., and 
after an extremely pleasant trip, Mr. stbley 
says, reached Collingwood, Ontario, where 
she was left in charge of the crew. 


STRUCK BY A TRAIN. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 27.—Two men in 
aspring wagon were crossing the track at 
the intersection of the Baltimore & Ohio Rall- 
road and the turnpike at Hyattsville (a sub- 
urb of Washington) about 10:45 last night, 
when a local train came along. The engineer 
claims that he sounded his whistle for the 


crossing, but several parties who were near 
say they failed to hearit. The gateman had 
just left, and there was no light at the cross- 
ing. The train struck the wagon. One of 
the men, identified as Mr. Waite Brown of 
Bettsville, was dragged some distance and 
frightfully mangled. He was brought to this 
city by the St. Louls express, but died at the 
station before he could be removed toa hos- 
pital. His companion, not yet identified, 
wasinstantly killed. Both horses were killed. 
The wagon was smashed toatoms. The train 
was running about forty miles an hour when 
it struck the vehicle. 


TUG SUNK. 
New York, Aug. 27.—The tug Cornelia, 
lying atthe foot of Baltic street, Brooklyn, 


sprung aleak early this morning and imme- 
diately sank. The engineer, William P. Seid, 
was drowned.

IN VERY BAD SHAPE. 


Inso!vent Loan and Savings’ Associations 
at Buffalo. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 27.—A sensation, sec- 
ond only to that caused by the failure of the 
National Savings Bank, was created this 
morning by the announcement that State 
Bank Examiner Whitten had found two sav- 
ings and loan associations practically insol- 
vent, and that many others are in an unsafe 
condition. The associations reported as in- 
solvent are the Third Ward Permanent Sav- 
ings and Loan Association and the Erle 
County Permanent Savings and Loan As- 
sociation. Examiner Whitten has been giv- 
ing his attention to the savings, building and 
loan associations since the books ofthe Na- 
tional Bank were straightened out. Up to 
the present time he has examined six of 
these associations, among them Being two 
known as “‘dime associations,’’ where dues 
are paid in at the rate of 10 cents a week on 
each share, and which are run on what Is 
known as the permanent plan. He found that 
these were in very bad shape, and has so re- 
ported to the Banking Department. 

‘*These associations,’’ Mr. Whitten says, 
‘thave been doing an entirely illegal busi- 
ness. Their system was merely making false 
entries on somebody’s books. They have been 
dividing ana paying money representing a 
premium which could only be earned so much 
per annum during the life ofaloan. The 
loan usually ran from ten to twelve years. 
Profits were declared the very night money 
was sold.° Ihey were anticipating profits by 
twelve years. These concerns should be 
wound up at once. There are probably 
eighty of these ‘permanent dime’ associa- 
tions, and I shall not be surprised to find 
most of them in pretty bad shape. The 
larger associations are in good condition and 
run their business on a sound business 
basis of a dividend each six months on what 
has been actually earned,’’ 

Mr. Whitten is awaiting the action o7 the 
Banking Department In regard to these two 
associations.and is continuing his examina- 
tion of other concerns doing business in a 
similar way. 

Mr. Whitten says there are too many loan 
associations in the city—inall about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five—whereas if there were 
but fifteen or twenty they couid afforé to hire 
expert accountants, instead of being con- 
ducted by people ignerant of bookkeeping, 
The Third Ward Association owes its share- 
holders $63,000 and the Efie County $105,000, 


LOGGING COMPANY IN TROUBLE. 
MILWAUKEE, Aug. 27.—The Quinnesec Log- 
ging Co., with heakquarters at Iron Mount- 
ain, has become insolvent. The company is 
backed chiefly by Marquette capital. The

Three Deaths From Cholera at the 
German Capital. 


Physicians Say the Spread of the Dis- 
ease Can Be Prevented. 
LONDON FEARS AN OUTBREAK OF THE 
PLAGUE. 


Another Victim at Gravesend—Five New 
Cases Reported at Antwerp—Spread- 
ing in Hamburg—Enters Rotterdam— 
Increased Virulence Throughout Rus- 
sia— Means to Stop the Pest’s Entrance 
at American Ports—Arrival of Ships at 
New York. 


BERLIN, Aug. 27.—There is now no doubt 
that the Asiatic cholerais in Berlin. Three 
deaths are reported from what is undentably 
Asiatic cholera of a virulent type. A lady, 
while traveling from Hamburg, was seized 
with cholera and taken to the Mobait Hospi- 
tal. Whilethe authorities are enforcing the 
most rigid sanitary precautions they profess 
to be satisfied that the cholera will make no 
serious progress in Berlin. 

There is no present panic among the peo- 
ple and a general disposition to obey the san- 
itary regulations. The trains at the Russian 
frontier, where access is permitted, are most 
carefull y inspected and all persons from the 
districts in which cholera has been prevalent 
are debarred from enteringGermany. Trav- 
elers from St. Petersburg represent that 
there is no panic in that city and that the 
inhabitants, generally, are satisfied that the 
cholera has done its worst. The approach of 
frost is anxiously awaited as likely to put a 
stop to the further spread of the pestilence, 


LONDON ALARMED, 


ANOTHER DEATH REPORTED AT THE GRAVESEND 
HOSPITAL. 


LonpDon, Aug. 27.—It was announced this 
morning that another passenger who ar- 
rived at Gravesend on the steamer Gemma, 
which: arrived Thursday from Hamburg 
had died from cholera at the Gravesend 
Hospital. There is deep indigation at 
the carelessness of the medaical officers who 
inspected and passed the Gemma, particu- 
larly in view of the fact that they had 
been ordered to be most searching in their 
examination of. vessels from infected ports. 
The whole affairs shows, however, how ut- 
terly useless quarantine regulations are un- 
less the officers charged withtheir enforce- 
ment are intelligent enough to know the 
danger to which they expose the whole 
people if they do not properly fulfil the 
duties intrusted to them. Considerabie un- 
easiness has been created by the knowledge 
that some ofthe Gemma’s passengers are in 
London. The whereabouts of all of them 
are not known to the authorities, but a 
strict watch will be mg = bY all the medical) 
and sanitary officials for the first appear- 
ance of the disease. It is considered that an 
outbreak is inevitable. 

At the port of Leith, near Edinburgh,which 
has extensive shipping communication with 
Hiamburg and other ports onand near the 
North Sea,a man and woman were taken 
sick last evening and developed symptoms of 
Asiatic cholera. 


ON THE DANUBE. 

BUDAPEST, Aug. 27.—Several Hungarian 
newspapers deciare thata number of cases 
of true Asiatic cholera have occurred at the 


Iron Gates ofthe Danube. and that the out- 
break of the disease has been concealed by 
the authorities, 


QUITTING THE CITY OF HAMBURG. 

HAMBURG, Aug. 27.—The Vossische Zeitung 
says: ‘‘There is no apparent decrease in the 
cholera in spite of the cool weather. The 
disease has appeared on the islands in the 
Fibe. Hundreds .of wealthy people have 
quitted the city. The dearth of doctors Is 
severely felt. Several nurses have died. The 
school attendance has dwindled to only 4 
per cent of the usual figures.’’ 

_The oficial cholera statistics show that on 
Thursday there were 290 new cases ofcholera 
reported inthe city and 180deaths. Up to 
noon yesterday there were 183 bnew cases and 
seventy-eight deaths. These figures indicate 
a large increasein both the newcases and 
the deaths. All the schools are now closed. 

The bourse to-day was thinly attended,and 
the general business of the city Is beginning 
to suffer irom the presence of the epidemic. 

A DEATH AT ROTTERDAM. 

ROTTERDAM, Aug. :6.—Every precaution 
has been taken here to prevent the introduc- 
tion of cholera, but notwithstanding all the 
efforts of the authorities the disease has 
effected an entrance into the city. The first 
death from the disease, that of a woman, 
occurred here this morning, 


: SPREADING OVER RUSSIA, 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 27.—The official re- 
turns show that throughout Russia yesterday 
there were reported 6,953 new cases of cholera, 
3,320 deaths from the disease. This is an in- 


crease of 631 new cases and 285 deatls as com- 
pared with Thursday’s figures. in 8t. 
cases of the disease were 
reported yesterday. The deaths numbered 
29. Compared with Thursday’s figures this 
is an increase of fiVe new cases and five 
deaths. 


FIVE NEW CASES AT ANTWERP. 
ANTWERP, Aug. 27.—Five new cases of chol- 
era have been reported here since yesterday 
morning. One death has been reported. The 


authorities do not cousider it mecessary to 
opel a lazaretto. 


THIS SIDE THE OCEAN. 


INSPECTING SHIPS ARRIVING AT NEW YORK 
FROM HAMBURG, 


NEW YorK, Aug. 27.—The steamer La Tou- 
raine, Capt. Frangual, from Havre, arrived 
at Quarantine at 65:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. She was boarded soon afterwards 
by Health Officer Jenkins, accompanied by 
his deputies. On boardingthe La Touraine 
her surgeon reported all wellon board and 
no sickness Whatever. The passenyvers, both 
steerage and saloon, were subjected to a 
close inspection by the heaith officers. There 
were no deaths nor no sickness during the 
voyage. 

The steamer Gellert of the Hamburg- 
American Line, which sailed from Hamburg 
on the l4th inst., and Havreon the 17th, ar- 
rived below at an early hour this morning 


and is still (9 a. m.) at Quarantine. It 
does not follow, however, that there is 
any sickness aboard her though such may be 
the case. The Quarantine officials are, no 
doubt, paras the Gellert through a severe 
inspection and this would account for her de- 
tention at the station. The Gellert is nut one 
of the first-class steamers of the line, and she 
usually has many emigrantson board when 
arriving here.

DISINFECT THE MAILS. 

WASHINGTON, D..0., Aug. 27,—The Superin- 
tendent of Foreign Malils has received from 
the Postmaster at New York a communica- 
tion requesting instructions as to the adop- 
tion of precautionary measures to prevent 
the introduction into this country through 
the malis of cholera,now epidemic tn various 
parts of Europe. 

The department has instructed Postmaster 
Vancott to confer with the health officers at 
New York and to communicate at once what 
measures are regarded as necessary. Itis 
stated that there will be prompt and cordial 
co-operation between the department and 
the neeite officers at New York in the 
matter. 


MEANS OF ENTRANCE. 


CHOLERA CAN INVADE THIS COUNTRY BY TWO 
ROUTES. 

NEw ORLEANS, La,, Aug. 27.—Mr. Joseph 
Holt, one of the most distinguished sanitary 
scientists in the United States, in an inter- 
view regarding cholera, said: ‘‘I feel con- 
fident that if the cholera finds lodgment on 
the North American continent it will come 
either by way of the Atlantic seaboard or the 
St. Lawrence River. I had thought that the 
quarantine system of the St. Lawrence was 
keeping up its well-established prestige asa 
thoroughly scientific sanitary institution, but 
from very recent authority it has fallen into 
a condition of alarming inefficiency in equip- 
ment. As for New York and other ports aiong 
the Atlantic seaboard, excepting Charleston, 
8. C., their methods and equipments are 
woefully inadequate to their necessities. 
They are, in fact, as revealed by this emer- 
gency, mere political office rewarding 
stations, whose methods are a perfunctory 
make believe to hoodwink the public witha 
show of importance. while in fact they lack 
every element of scientific requirement and 
trustworthiness. When I consider the ex- 
tent of the exposed or very imperfectly pro 
tected line of Atlantic seaboard, including 
the St. Lawrence, the situation appears to 
me to be one of tre extremest gravity. I will 
regard itas only little short of a miracle if 
the cholera’ fails to follow its old and accus- 
tomed line of travel, involving the invasion 
of this continent. If we escape, it will only 
be through an awakening to the pertilous 
situation and by extraordinary efforts in 
the immediate enforcement of rational and 
scientific methods of defense, as will be made 
in our own quarantine system,.’’ 


- ‘FOREIGN NEWS. 


Investigating the Gurning of Missionary 
Bartiett’s House. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Ag. 27.—The Porte has 
caused an investigation to bo held regarding 
the burning of tae house of the Rey. Mr. 
Bartlett, an American missionary at Bour- 
dour, in Asia Minor, and a report has been 
received showing that it was due to the care- 
lessness Ofan American servant, and not to 
the fanaticism of the natives. The report 
also states that the statement that Mr. bBart- 
let isin danger of belog kilied by fanatical 
Moslems is false. 


LOYAL LABOUCHERE. 

Lonpon, Aug. 27.—Henry Labouchere has 
written a letter to Mr. Gladstone, compli- 
menting him upon his chivalry in accepting 
the respOnsibility for the arrangement of the 
ministry. Inthisletter Mr. Labouchere de- 
clares his unswerving loyalty to Mr. Giad- 
stone, but advises him not to permit the 
pressure of the home rulers to swamp radical 
measures. 


TO TROHIBIT SEALING. 

VALPARAISO, Aug. 27.—The Chiilan Govern- 
ment asks that publicity be given tothe pro- 
hibition of sealing ia the Straits of Magelian, 
the Chiloe Islands and Juan Fornandez in 
order to prevent sealers from fitting out in 
New London for the coming season. Notice will 
soon be issued by Argentina of a similar re- 
striction of sealing. The Foreign Office is 
preparing a circular for Chillan ministers 
abroad, setting forth the terms of the negotla- 
tions pursued by Minister Errasuriz relative 
tothe claims of Peruvian bondhoiders and 
the French credit of Peru.

WALLS OF FIRE 


Two Disastrous Conflagrations in 
New York City. | 


One Hundred Lives Imperiled by the 
Burning of a Factory. 


FIVE PERSONS INJURED AND MANY 
SAID TO BE MISSING. 


Firemen Buried Beneath the Debris of 

Falling Walle—Names of Those Injured 
and Sent to Hospitals—Complete De- 
struction of the Metropolitan Opera- 
House — Works of Art in Ashes— 
Amount of the Losses. 


New York, Aug. 27.—This has been a day 
of disastrous fires in New York. Shortly after 
the alarm called the fire brigade to the 
Metropolitan Opera-house, flames broke out 
in the large five-story brick building, Nos. 
120, 122, 124 and 126 Wooster street, which ex- 
tends through to Nos. 120 and 122. Prince 
street. Over 100 persons were in the 
building when the fire brake out, and 
many were injured in escaping. Many are 
missing, but the number injured can- 
not be learned yet. The fire originated in 
the basement of the building occupied by the 
United States Frame & Picture Co., and 
spread with alarming rapidity. The inmates 
fled through all available exits but many 
were injured in their efforts to escape. The 
following injured are reported: 

WILLIAM SPERRY, address unknown, back, 
head and shoulders burned. 

MaRY E. HaNLBY, 83 Caltherine street, seri- 
ously burned; will die. 

AUGUSTA EAGERSON, burned and bruised. 

MARY GUINSEOO, 219 Thompson street, body 
burned. 

FIREMAN STACK, Engine Company No, 
frightful injuries by falling wall. 

FIREMAN LANGWASSER, Engine Company 33, 
injuries by falling wall. 

The injured were removed to St. Vincent’s 
Hospital. 

The fire started about 10 o’clock in the 
basement and soonthe entire building was 
ablaze. Meanwhile, from the windows, by 
fire escapes and by the roof to the adjoining 
bullding those in danger made their escape. 
A third and a fourth alarm followed the first 
in short order. 

Wm. Sperry, one of the injured, an em- 
ploye of the United States Frame Co., in 
whose cellar the fire began, ran up-stairs to 
the top of the floor to save a girl to whom he 
was soon to be married. He was overtaken 
by the flames and escaped tothe floor through 
the scuttle of the bullding No. 114 Wooster 
street. 

Mary Hanley, who is so fatally burned, fled 
to the roof of 108 Princestreet and was taken 
down a ladder by a fireman. She was terribly 
burned and unable to speak when piaced in 
an ambulance. 

Fireman Langwasser was ona ladder when 
the walls swayed. The wall fell before he 
could get out of the way. He was picked up 
badly injured anc removed to St. Vincent’s 


Hospital. 
Augusta Eagesser, who lives at 118 Spring 


street, plunged from a window into the 
street. Iler body was badly bruised and her 
face and arms were burned. It is now 
thought that allthe rest ofthe employes are 
in safety. 

Shortly before midday, when the fire was 
pretty well under control, about a dozen 
firemen were sent up the fire escape of No. 
122 to direct a _e stream. When they 
had reached the third story the front 
wall began to bulge and before 
the men could escape they were 
hurled intothe street. About six were car- 
ried down with the failing wall. Four were 
burled under debris.’ Morris Stack of Engine 
No. 27 was buried under a pile of brick and it 
took his companions five minutes to dig him 
out. He was seriously injured. 

Dresses were torn and bonnets lost in the 
efforts of the working: girls toreach a place 
of safety. Anumber went down on the fire- 
escape in front of the building, while others 
went through the scuttle on the roof. No one, 
as farasthe police can tell, has been killed. 

Itisrumored that a number of girls may 
have been caught in the building, but this 


lacks confirmation. 

The police estimate the loss caused by the fire 
at $500,000 but when Secretary McLaren was 
asked if it would reach that amount, he said 
such an estimate was ridiculous and thought 
it would not exceed $100,000. Had it not been 
that the structure is built of fre-proof brick 
it would doubtless have been wholly 
destroyed. The official police report of the 
damage is as follows: Scenery, etc., $500,000; 
opera-house building, $50,000. 

The damage done by the fire was estimated 
at $159,000. The fire is now extinzulshed. 

METROPOLITAN OPERA- HOUSE. 

The Metropolitan Opera-house, one of the 
most magnificent of modern play-houses, oc 
cupying the entire block bounded by Broad- 
way, Seventh avenue, ‘Thirty-ninth and 
Fortieth streets, in the slort space of an 
hour this forenoon was ruined. The Broad- 
way front was saved by the firemen, but fully 
three-quarters of the square was made havoc 
by the flames, Just where tne fire started is 
yet unknown, but it must have been in the 
vicinity of the stage, which backs in Seventh 
avenue. How the tames managed to get such 
headway without being discovered, is also a 
probiem that Chief Bonner cannot solve. The 
special building signal was rung at about 9:30 
oO clock. Then the entire interior of the theater 
was a fiery furnace and as it was apparent 
that the block would be consumed help was 
called without delay. Over a dozen steam- 
ers responded to this summons and as it was 
clearthat there was no saving the theater 
their united efforts were directed to save the 
Broadway front in which are located the 
Bank of New Amsteraam and Zancheri & 
Gazzos’ restaurant. The former covers the 
Zhirty-ninth street corner and the latter the, 
Fortieth street corner. The main entrance 
to the Metropolitan Opera-house was on the 
front, between the bank and restaurant. 
This they succeeded in saving, with the as- 
Sistance of the wind which was blowing 
strongly from the east and swept the flames 
back towards Seventh avenue. All the 
offices in the six stories of the front were not 
touched, but those of the opera house on the 
Thirty-ninth street side near Seventh avenue 
were gutted by the fire and deluged with 
water. There was also an expensive library 
in this section, which has also been more or 
less ruined,

Before 10 o’clock the roof had been burned 
through and the flames and smoke shot high 
in theair. This assisted the firemen mater- 
lally insaving thé Broadway front. Halfan 
hour later, the fames having in the mean- 
time eaten up everything before them, had 
literally burned themselves out and the fire 
was then reported under control. Then 
there was another rumor that an unknown 
man had been overcome by smoke, but the 
impression wasthat the latter had been con- 
founded with the boy who was removed to 
the New York Hospital. 

ONLY BARE WALLS. 

When the fiames had been sufficfently sub- 
dued they permitted entraficeto the build- 
ing, an i was seen that the 
Stage and everything from proscenium 
arch to the rear wall on Seventh avenue 
had been entirely — away, except the 
walls. The roof over the stage was entirely 
burned away, and the sky could be 
seen above through the smoke that still 
arose from the ruins. In the auditorium 
the roofabove the orchestra still remains, 
but all the boxes, the upholistering of the 
chairs and the frescoes of the wallsand dome 
had vanished. The es burned flerce- 
rf over the boxes, but they 

id not make their way through the roof, 
Further than the entrance tiers to the audit- 
orium the flames had not succeeded in mak- 
ing their way. Notraceof the flames were 
seeninthat part of the building frontin 
Broadway. Wn the other corner of the bulid- 
ing facing Broadway it risesto a height of 
seven stories, the six upper stories being oc- 
cupied as apartments by bachelors and oth- 
ers. This portion of the building was not 
even injured by the water. 

No one is able to give an account of how 
or exactiy where, the fire broke out, except 
that it seemed to come trom 0be- 
neath the stage. There was a large 
water tank above the stage and the 
engineer turned the crank and let its 
hundreds of galions of water crash down 
upon the fiames, but the water pro- 
duced no noticeable effect. There were 
twenty-five lines of hose in the building, 
and the stage carpenter turned one of these 
on the flames, but ina moment was obliged 
to * for his life. The fire spread too 
rapidly and burned too fiercely to per- 
mit those within the to

meeting of tite stockholders will be called 
immediately, although there may be some 
delay, as some of them are out of 
town at present.

The reorganization must be completed by 
Nov. 15. The officers of the Colorado Fuel 
Co. will be the officers of the new concern.

AS AN EFFECTUAL GUARD. 
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Eut Chief of Detectives Desmona Kept 
the “Maitre d’Arms’’ Busy Parrying 
Pointed Police Questions Pertaining to 


His Antecedgnte—How He Foiled a 
Chicago Detective—Police News. 


Detective Dennis D. Richel this morning 
arrested, on Ninth and Olive streets, E. G. C. 
Byron Dumas, alias George Mueller, alias 
John Byrne, alias Dr. D. Moore, who tfavels 
Over the United States as anh instructor 
in fencing and horsemanship, also in French, 
Italian, Greek and Latin languages, and, it Is 
said, is known to the detectives of all the 
large cities in the United States as an 
abuser of confidence reposed in him, 
Dumas, it is claimed, is wanted 
in Boston for forging the name 
of John P. Lovelitoa check for $050. After 
he secured the money he evaded arrest in 
Roston and fied to Chicago, where he was 
trailed by the Boston detectives, The Chi- 
cago detectives were put to work on 
the case, and the Chief of  De- 
tectives located him at the Palmer House, 
where he was stopping with a man who reg- 
istered as C. M. Bure, New York. Detective 
J. C. Batley of Chicago was put to work on 
the case, and when Dumas Called at the 
hotel office for his key on Aug. 9, 1892, he 
Was placed under arrest. He submitted 
very quietly, but informed Detective Halley 
thatif he would accompany him to his room 
he would convince him that there had been a 
mistake made, as the baggage in his room did 

belong to him, The trio proceeded 
to the room and when one 
of the large trunks had been 
opened, Dumas grappled with the detective 
and, after thrusting him into the large Sara- 
toga trunk, ran out of the room, locking the 
door behind him, making his escape. He 
came direct to St. Louls and was lean- 
ing uD against -a lamp - post on 
Ninth and wWlive streets this morning when 
Detective Viehle took him in. Dumas isa 
Frenchman 33 years old, 56 feet 7 inches tall, 
light hair and complexion, with a small light 
moustache. When he committed the forgery 
he had a beard, but he shaved itoff shortly 
after his arrivalinthiscity. The Boston and 
Chicago authorities have been notiiied of the 
arrest. 

Mr. Byron-Dumas was seen in Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond’s office. Heis of medium 
height, rather broad-shouldered, and has 
gentlemanly manners. He, apparently, has 
some @ifficulty in understanding En- 
glish, and speaks with a pro- 
nounced French accent. According to his 
story, Dumas has had an adventurous career. 
He has been away from France about four 
years. Inthe French army he held the rank 
of lieutenant, and claimsto have served in 
Egypt, in the Soudan, andalsoto have been 
with Stanley. He says that he receivesa 
pension of 250 francs perannum for wounds 
received in active service. In his profession 
of teacher of fencing he teaches -the 
use of the rapier and the cavalry saber, and 
his pupils are, of course, drawn from the 
ranks of the wealthy classes. in othef cities 
where he has been Dumas always managed 
to become well known to frequenters of the 
swell clubs, but states that he has not visited 
any of the st. Louls clubDs. He wasin St. 
Jouls in company with a woman who, 
he acknowledges, was not his wife, and 
stated to Chief Desmond that he stopped at 
No. 1804 Lucas place, a rather select locality, 
the residents of ‘which will doubtless be 
shocked to learn the facts about the prepos- 
sessing young French Maitre d’Arms. Dumas 
stated that he was willing to go back without 
a requisition, ang was especially anxious to 
start atonce. Chief Desmond told him he 
wonld have to await the arrival of officers, 
and would probably not get away before next 
Thursday. 

‘*and I will have to stay in that place down 
stairs?’’ asked the fencing-teacher with an 
eloquent finger pointing towards the hold- 
over. . 

‘*Yes, you will,’’ replied Chief Desmond. 

Aresigned shrug of the shoulders greeted 
this news. ‘‘lf Ican live there, well,’’ was 
the only comment in words, and 
than Desmond promised to provide him with 
good quarters.

THE IRON HALL 


Supreme Justice Somerby Discusses the 
Affairs of the Order. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 27.—Supreme 
Justice Somerby of the Iron Hall returned to 
his home in this city last night. Several re- 
porters were waiting for him at his front 
door, to whom he said: ‘*‘I have just arrived 
home from Baltimore and am tired and sick, 
That is all I will say at present to any news- 
paper in America. 

The general interest of the public in the 
affairs ofthe Iron Hall was represented to 
Mr. Somerby and he was persuaded to 
answer a number of questions. 

‘*What is your opinion of the future of the 
iron, Halil? Will it survive the present at- 
tack?’’ 

‘*That I must decline to discuss,’’ said Mr. 
Somerby. ‘‘In fact, lam not abie to give an 
opinion, as the events of the past few days 
have been so unexpected. The appointment 
ofa receiver for the Iron Hall in this city was 
a great surprise to me.’’ 

‘How is the Iron Hall off financially, in 
your opinion?’’ 

‘*You can say that to my mind the Iron 
Hallisassound~-as any institution in this 
country,’’ replied Mr. Somerby. 

‘*Jhe dispatches from Indianapolis quote 
you as saying that Secretary Hayes was re- 
sponsible for the $88,000 of the reserve fund 
being invested in the utual Bank and that 
you knew nothing about it.’’

POSITIVELY DENIED. 


Auctioneer Selkirk’s Alleged Early Pres- 
‘ ence-at the Sixth Street Fire. 


Supt. Ezra G. Herr of Furlong’s Detective 
Agency to-day reports statements of a wit- 
ness which, if true, would be a hew develop- 
ment in the O’Neil-Selkirk fire situation. He 
says, on the authority of the unnamed wit- 
hess, that Alexander Selkirk, the auctioneer 
whose place was one of the buildings 
destroyed by the fire, was seen at the fire 
within a short time after it was discovered, 
and that Selkirk was in company with French, 


the man arrested later inthe day. Mr. Herr 
is not inclined to make public his knowledge, 
und when seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
to-day he said: 

‘*I will state nothing beyond this: A 
witness has been foun who 
he saw Selkirk at the fire 
company with French, but a few minutes 
afterthe department wasatwork. You re. 
member that French wes seen there 
by one of the firemen? Well, it was 
about that time that this man saw 
Selkirk with him, maybe not at that exact 
moment, but either just before or just after. 
I am confident of the truth of this statement. 
There is no mistake aboutit.’’ .” 

Mr. Selkirk was seen by a Post-DIsPpaTcH 
reporter relative to this story and sald: 

‘It is utterly and entirely false. I was 
not atthe fire at that time, nor wasI there 
with French at any time. There is no truth 
whatever in the story.’’ 

Another police report touching on the 
O’Nelil-Selkirk Sixth street fire was made 
from the Central District this morning. The 
report states that immediately after the fire 
Patrolman McCormick and Rropationary Pa- 
trolman English were placed Sn duty at the 
scene of the fire with orders to keepall per- 
sons from entering the buildings. Patrol- 
man McCormick reports that no 
one entered pxst his post, but that at 
9 o’clock that morning Capt. Chas. Evans 
of the Salvage Corps, accompanied by John 
O’Neil, approached Probationary Officer En- 
giish and told the latter to allow O’Nell to 
remove articles fromthe saloon. According 
to the report O’ Nell removed a lot of barrels, 
but what they contained the officers were 
unable to state. Chief of Detectives 
Desmond to-day is in possession of some new 
information on which he is working, but 
would give no information to the press of its 
nature or probable developments. 

Presumably those barrels contained liquor, 
but the fact that anything was removed is 
brought to official notice at a very late date.

The Coroner’s Mistake in the Frank 
Gray Tragedy. 


HE SHOULD HAVE HELD THE INQUEST IN 
: - 45T, LOUIS.

City Counselor Marshall and Health Com- 
missioner Brennan Disagres With Dep- 
uty Coroner Meadeasto His Duties— 
An Investigation Unsatisfactory to 
the Dead Man’s Rolatives. 


It seems Certain now that Coroner J. D. 
Irwin made a great mistake when he allowed 
an inquest to be held in East St. Louis on the 
body of the negro, Frank Gray, who aied at 
No, 1709 North Second street, St. Louls, 
Wednesday. The relatives of the gead man 
have made no threats to resort to 
legal proceedings in the matter, but they are 
convinced that a thorough investigation into 
the death of the young fellow has been pre- 
vented by the carelessness ofthe st. Louis 
Coroner. 

Gray was shot last Sunday afternoon, while 
he was runningaway from Marshal William 
Carter of Brooklyn, who had ordered him to 
be quiet on the street, The young man’s sis- 
ter was with him at the time. After the 
shooting, Gray was taken into a billiard. 
room and laid on aé table, and that 
afternoon he was removed, still 
living, tohis home on Second street, where 
he died Wednesday. Coroner Irwin tien 
sent the body to East St. Louis, without get- 
ting a permit for its removal from the Board 
of Health, and Coroner Woods held an in- 
quest Thursday,. At the inquest, Marshal 
Carper admitted that he had shot the negro 
in the back while he was running, vit in de- 
fense of that action claimed that Gray had 
cut him with aknifein resisting arrest be- 
fore he broke away and =  “/ran. The 
local feeling, of course, was in 
favor of the Marshal and he was 
exonerated by the verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury. The body was then sent back to St. 
Louls with a burial permit. 

There has been much criticism of the Coro- 
ner’s action in the matter among the ac- 
quaintances of the dead man,and they would 
like tosee the inquest reopened, although 
they do not feel Influential enough to demand 
that of the Cororer, The body still les at the 
home of Gray’s sisters, where he died, and 
the two women went to the Coroner’s office 
to-day to say that a they wanted the 
city to bury it, as they were 
unable themselves to *)}:ar the expense of the 
funeral. It is likely that this disposition will 
be made of the body. 

THE CORONER’S POSITION. 

Deputy Coroner Chas. FE. Meade was acting 
in Coroner J. D. Irwin’s place to-day, the 
Coroner beingabsent. Deputy Meade sald: 

**T shall have the body buried by the city as 
s00n as I get a duplicate ofthe burial permit 
issued by the East St. Louls Coroner. The 
two sisters of Gray, who were in town to- 
day, said they had lost the certificate they 
had. With the right and wrong of the 
shooting this office has nothing to do—the ver- 
dict of the Coroner in East 8t. Louls decided 
that. Weare responsible now only for our 
action in sending the body over to the other 
side without a permit and in allowing the 
East St. Louls Coroner to hold the inquest, 
stead of doing it here. 

**In the first place. In, a matter involving 
an inquest, the Coroner does not have to 
consult the Health Commissioner about dls- 
posing of the body. The Coroner may do 
what he thinks best with it, and he 
may find it anywhere he pleases without 
stopping to get a permit from the Health De- 
pe tment. The Coroner is responsible on his 
90nd for whatever he does. Asto the send- 
ing of the Inquest to East St. Louls instead of 
holding it here, I contend that this office was 
rightin this action. A matter of this sort 
comes under interstate law, and wecould 
not have got the witnesses here if we haa 
held the inguestin St. Louis. The Coroner 
has the powertosend toany county in the 
State and get his witnesses, but he cannot 
get witnesses from the other side of the 
river, whichisin Illinols. Sometimeago | 
had a similar case. Aman had been killed 
in Venice and had died inthe hospital here. 
Ididn’t *now whatto do at first, and used 
every effort to discover the right thing before 
Itookastep. I wentto the City Counselor, 
and I saw Estep, and Estep looked up all the 
law on the subject, finally advising me 
to send the body to the other side 
for the inquest. I did so, and 
Iheard no criticismof theaction. [n this 
Gray case the conditions are precisely the 
same and I have followed the lezaladvice I 
bad, Idon’t very well see how I can reopen 
the inquest under the circumstances.’’ 

COMMISSIONER BRENNAN DISAPPROVES., 

Health Commissioner Wiiliam Brennan 
said: ‘‘In Morgue cases the authority of the 
Coroner is Supreme and he does not have to 
get authority from me toremove the body. 
I don’t see, therefore, that there can be any 
objection to the removal of the body by the 
Coroner to East St. Louis without a permit, 
at least on my part. 

‘*{ do admit, however, that 1am surprised 
atthe action of the Coroner in allowing the 
inquest to pass out of his hands and be held 
on the other side,’’ added the Commissioner, 
‘*It seems to me that the inquest should have 
been held here by all means. However, that 
is a matter for the consideration of the Coro- 
ner himself. I presume he understands the 
duties of his office.’’ 

COUNSELOR MARSHALL’S OPINION. 

The Assistant Prosecuting Attorney of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, under whose 
advice the Coroner seems to have acted in 
the matter, isin nolegalsense an adviser of 
the Voroner’s office. ‘Lhe office is like sev- 
eral in St, Louts, half a State office and half 
acity office. The Attorney-General was the 
man to consult, if the Coroner had been 
viewing his office as one under the State, and 
if he considerea it a city office, the City 
Counselor’s opinion should have been had, 
City Counselor W, C. Marshall was asked 
to-day:

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Bridgett Sullivan Tells What Oécurred 
6n the Day of the Murder. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 27.—The District 
Court room was crowded this morning when 
Jud ge Blaisdell took his seat at 10 o’clock. 
There was a delag of a few moments while 
District Attorney Knowlton was consulting 
with the attorney for the defense as to the 
length of the trial. The examination of 
Bridget Sullivan was then continued. Wit- 
ness said that somebody was sick at the 
house Tuesday night. Mrs. Borden said she 
and Mr. Borden were sick at night. They 
had been vomiting and looked sick. 
When Lizzie came down stairs she 
said she had been sick, but 
I did not notice that she 
looked unwell. Got wood and coal from the 
cellar. There was a wood-box in the kitch- 
en. Miss Lizziehad been moving about eight 


or nine minutes when she wenc up-stairs to 
herroom. Mr. Borden used the sofa a great 
deal, but witness never saw the girls using 
it. Had never seen Lizzie in the barn. 

The District Attorney asked the witness to 
tell them again about the words used by 
Lizzie about going out, locking the door and 
Mrs. Borden receiving a note. Objections 
were raised, but were overruled. When wit- 
ness Came down-stairs Miss Lizzie sald she 
told her she heard her father groaning while 
she was in the back yard: When she came in 
she said the screen door was wide open. She 
recognized the laughin the upper hallway, 
spoke of yesterday, as that of Miss Lizzie 
Borden. Since the tragedies occurred sie 
never saw Lizzie Borden crying. 

This ended Mr. Knowlton’s questioning. 
The witness grewa little paler, when she 
faced McAdams to undergo her final cfoss- 
examination. 

She went out Wednesday night, she said, 
and had a key forthe rear door and returned 
alone about 11 o’clock. Never had any 
man from Fall River been visiting 
her at the Borden hotise; two or three 
months ago an out of town man calle4 upon 
her; the lamp was turned down when she re- 
wmrned Wednesday night. There was no gas 
in the house. Miss Lizzie said she was sick 
but did not appear to have been sick. 

On the day of the murder witness had fin- 
ished washing the windows nearest the hail 
when she heard someone at the front 
door, All the locks of the front 
door were fastened when she went to 
open it. The exclamation she made in try- 
ing to open the door was: ‘‘Oh, pshaw!’’ and 
it was this exclamation that caused Lizzie to 
laugh in the upper hallway. 

John Vinnicum Morse was the first witness 
examined at the afternoon session yesterday. 
Hie testified as follows: 

‘*l am 69 years old and live now at the Bor- 
den House, On Aug, 3 I lett New Betiford and 
rot to Mr. Borden’s house that afternoon. I 
went toSwansea. Mr. Borden did hot go with 
ine, He was very sick, I got baek about 
§:45. I did not see Lizzie at all until after the 
murder, About baifan hour after I got back 
I heard some one come inthe front door and 
gO up the front stairs, I think it was Lizzie. I 
wentto bed at 10 o’clock and Mrs. Borden 
shortly after’. Onthe morning of the mur- 
der l wasthe first one up. After breakfast 
Mr. and Mrs. Borden went back into the sit- 
ting-room. The last I saw of Mrs. Borden 
she was in the front hall about 8:30 @’clock,. I 
left the house at 8:45 o’clock. I wentto the 
Post-office, then to Third street, to Pleasant 
street and thence to Mr. Daniel Emery’s 
house. Icame.back toMr. Borden’s house 
about 11:45a@. 1m. I walked back through the 
yard past the doorto a pear tres. latea 
couple of pears, and then started back to the 
house. Bridget sullivan met me in the door- 
way and told me of the murder,’’ 

Within the past year the witness stated 
Mr. Borden had spoken to him abont making 
some public bequests, and of building an old 
ladies’ bome on his farim across thie river. 
On the morning of the murder witness stated 
Mr. and Mrs. Berden seemed sick, and Mrs. 
Borden told witness she thought she had 
been poisoned. Mr. Borden and Lizzie, she 
said, were all sick. 

Bridget Sullivan, the servant girl, was the 
next witness, She said, with regard to the 
circumstances at the time of the murder: 

‘*l washed windows onthree sides of the 
house. I heard Lizzie laugh up stairs when I 
let Mr. Bordenin. Iheard Lizzie later tell 
Vir. Borden very slowly that Mrs. Borden had 
gota note that morniag. Lizzie came trom 
the dining room and said, ‘if you go out lock 
the door, as Mrs. Borden is going or has gone 
out; linay be out, too.’ Llwent upstairs for 
anap. Lizzie wasinthe kitchen froning. I! 
took a rest on my i bed. 
or fifteen minutes later I 
Lizzie yell: ‘Come down quick, Maggie, fa- 
ther is dead!’ Il ran down-stairs, ‘Go for 
Dr. Bowen!’ she said. I wanted to go into 
the sitting-room, but she sent me on. Dr. 
bowen and 1 got there together. I heard Dr. 
Bowen say that Mr. Borden had been mur- 
dered. I said I’d like to go for Mrs. Borden. 
Lizzle told meto stay with her, as she was 
positive that Mrs. Borden was in the house. 
I went up-stairs with Mrs. Churchill, after 
Mrs. Borden, I saw her lying dead.,’’ 

Charles ©. Cook testified that Mr. Borden 
had told him onthe day of the murder that 
he had made no will. 

Jonathan ©, Cook, John Cunningham and 
Deputy Shertf Frank H,. Wixon testified to 
minor incidents connected with the tragedy.

BOSTON’S TREE GARDEN. 


Eusssy’s Woods Transformei Into the 
Arnold Arboretum. 


From the Boston Traveller. 

One of the places that has ina large degrees 
the dual auality of delighting and educating 
is the Arnold Arboretum, and yet, strange as 
it nay appear, the number of residents who 
seein to profit by its existence is compara- 
tively small. Indeed, there are not a few in- 
dividuais whoeven now are tenorant of the 
factthat withinthectty limits there Is this 
wonderful garden of trees, which, although 
embryonic in many respects, is unequaled 
anywhere in the world. 

In its present condition the easual observer 
will take more note of the natural beauty of 
the place than of its scientific value. Being 
yetinitsinfancy,asoniy a few years have 
elapsed since the property assumed its pres- 
ent specific character, there is a certain 
crudity apparentin the piots of earth newly 
planted with young seedings, and !t requires 
either a botanical sclentist or a philanthrop- 
ic enthustase to see with theeye of a prophet 
the enjoyment posterity will take in those 
trees. . 

Tothe person who pays his first visit to this 
‘*‘tree park’’ there is no endof dcelightiul 
surprises, Inthe first place his aitention 
will be attracted to the broad, magnificent 
roads which wind over the place and afford 
exceptional advantages for carriage driving. 
Upon the left of the road, near tho entrance, 
afew steps will bring him tosucha rustic 
retreat as he would not have believed poss!i- 
biy could bein hiding so neéara public hign- 
way. A spring of crystal water sur- 
rounded by underbrush, a babbling brook 
with a primitive footbridge, at the other 
side of which are the tall hemlock trees, 
with a carpet of pine needies, are here to De 
seen, and it requires no stretch of the iImazi- 
nation to fancy one’s Selfin the heart of the 
White Mountains. The trees .rustie, the 
water gurgles, the boulders are as impassive 
andthergis the same air of unfathomable 
mystery As in the unfrequented woods of the 
New Hampsliire hills, and yet only a stone’s 
throw away isthe road with pleasure parties 
driving by. 

This is the: finest grove of hemlocks In this 
part of New England, and as one giances up 
at their stalwart strength, which has en- 
dured for centuries, there instinctively rises 
to the lips, ‘*This 1s the forest primewal.’’ 
These are the ‘‘Bussey Woods,’’ and it was 
on the opposite side of this hill that the Joyce 
children met their dreadful fate. ‘The spot 
where the girl was found Is marked by a rude 
monunrent of stones which Visitors have 
placed there. 

Although, with the exception of the hem- 
locks, there is no naturai grouping among 
the native trees, they a) pear in wreat variety 
and are very beautiful, but flity years from 
now will witness a wonderful transformation, 
when tall trees shall stand in classified order 
and beauty and science shail appear as twin 
sisters in the branches which wili then wave 
on high. 

In this scientific arrangement families will 
be placed togetlier, and every tree and woody 
shrub that will grow in our New Kngiand 
climate will here be found with its own 
proper label. A system of ‘‘cutting buck’’ Is 
employed on many of the trees, and by this 
process they assume taller and fuller propor- 
tions, andthe foliage remains green much 
longer. The soil has to be carefully prepared 
for these specimens that are not indigenous, 
often to an extent of three feet. 

The Arboretum Covers 175 acres of land that 
was bequeathed to Harvard University by the 
late Mr. Bussey, it having formerly been a 
portion of LBussey’s farm, 

By the legacy of James Arnold an income 
of $100,000 was left to the university forthe 
purpose of cultivating trees. Prof. Charles 
Sprague Sargeant, the director of the Arbor- 
etum, has given his careful attention to all 
arrangements, and his enthusiastic zeal 
meets with reward not only in the présent 
improvements which he kas wrought, but in 
anticipation of the results which Will make 
ttiis oe of the most hdteworthy localities in 
the country. 

The special! pride of the Arboretum ts the 
large hursery, which is considered the finest 
in the country. The scientific arrangement 
is carried out to perfection, and uncommon 
facilities are here open tu the student of bot- 


any. 

The Hunnewalil Museum, a large brick 
building, substantially bullt, is now finished 
and will soon contain the valuable lbrary of 
the Director, together with the vast 
herbarium which he has been colleeting for

A SORRY 


Don Alonzo, Sir Walter or Dr. Rice Not 
Entered—The World’s Richest Racing 
Prize Contested for by Second-Rate 
Animals—The Race Worth $65,000 to 
the Winning Owner. 


New YORK, Aug. 27.—It would be an ex- 
‘ceedingly dificult task to find a sorrier Jot of 
2-year-olds thanthose which will start for 
the rich Futurity Stakes at Sheepshead Bay 
to-day. The 2-year-olds of this season are 
only of moderate caliber at their best. By 
some strange irony of fate the best perform- 
ers of the year, Dr. Rice, Don Alonzo and Sir 
Walter, are not entered, and so are not ell- 
gible to start for the richest prize on the 
American turf. The Futurity is not only the 
richest prize on thisturf, but it is far and 
away the biggest stake in the world. It isa 
great pity that the struggle for the $75,000 
will not be confined to horses of high caliber. 

Englishmen have seen their classic Derby 
won by horses that were not much better 
than cart horses, and it looks as though the 
Futurity this year would go to a fourth-rate 
horse, if not to an outlawed horse. The win- 
ner will get about $65,000, while the other 
money will go to the second and third horses, 
and the breeders of the first, second and 
third horses. 

According to Andrew Jackson Joiner and 
Frank Van Ness, the respective trainers of 
Lady Violet and Morello, the two favorites, 
the race is simply a match between those 
two thoroughbreds. 

Your correspondent has interviewed both 
gentlemen. Joiner declared that Lady Violet 
would win and win sure and warned your 
representative not to be talked into betting 
on anything else but August Belmont’s 
slashing filly. While he preferred dry going, 
the fact that the track would be heavy did 
not by any means lessen his faith in the filly. 

Van Ness smiled broadly when asked if 
Morello was suffering trom an attack of in- 
flUenza. Said he: ‘‘Morello is as fine as silk. 
In fact, he has never been in better condl- 
tion, and you can say for me that he will win 
ina walk. Why, I feel so confident of win- 
ring that $75,000 with Morello that I can even 
now feel the Coney Island Jockey Club’s 
check reposing peacefully in my inside vest 
pocket. 

In up-town turf circles Morello is the favor- 
ite because of his excellence in muddy run- 
ning. He isa big colt with a long stride and 
a glutton fora heavy going. 

Lady Violet’s defeat by Chiswick (formerly 
ihe Alice Bruce coit) in the race for the great 
Trial Stakes at Sheepshead Bay, July 1 of 
this year, over a heavy track, would indl- 
cate that Belmont’s filly is averse to heavy 
going.

THE RUSSIANS AT HOME. 


A Visitor Who Found Them a Pleasant 
and Hospitable People. 


From the Cornhill Magazine. 

I found them a pleasant, hospitable and 
social people, always ready to fraternize and 
help me inevery way intheir power. Iwas 
told sometimes by Englishmen in the country 
that they were a very childish people; in 
the case with which they are willing to be 
amused this may be so, and also, perhaps, in 
a certain disregard of conventional appear- 


ances. I remember once seeing a Russian 
general and a colonel—and be it noted that 
officers invariably wore uniform and swords 
—sitting on the ledge of a shop window in the 
principal street of one of the largest cities of 
the empire, discussing some inatter with 
great animation and wholly unaware of any 
incongrulty in their position and of my some- 
what bewildered stare. Imagine such a 
scene in Regent street. My tutor, however, 
assured me it was nothing out of 
the ordinary,and laughed at my surprise. 
One certainly meets with little ways and 
usages common among the oriinary great 
middleclass, if Imay socall the class from 
which spring the Immense majority of om- 
cers of the army, ordinary tchinovnicks or 
officials, students, lawyers, professors of 
the universities and schools, doctors, mer- 
chants, etc., the class, in fact, among 
which the ordinary Englishman (finds 
himself cast in his attempt to live in 
a family and learn the language, 
which strike an Englishman as being ‘‘not 
nice,’’ andforma great extent the ground 
on which we occasionally vote them as bar- 
Darous. Small matters, to which it would he 
a pity to attach undue importance, arrest 
one’s attention, such as frequently eat- 
ing with their Knives as we use a 
fork; mo salt-spoon elther in hotels 
or in rivate houses, the afore- 
said knife being employed to help oneself to 
salt, sometimes stretching half the length of 
atable to get at it instead of asking thatit 
should be passed; simplifying the carving of 
a fowl, for instance, by a liberal use of the 
fingers—using the same Knife and fork for the 
Various courses and helping oneself to vege- 
tables, etc., by sticking one’s fork into the 
dish and extracting what is required, and 
many other little points similar in kind. 

One common practice should be mentioned, 
The men, and sometimes the ladies, carry 
about a little pocket-comb, which is used in 
the most unconcerned way anywhere, ina 
train, ata railway station, or on entering a 
room, without any apology. The hair is 
often worn by the men without any parting, 
sometimes rather long and brushed or 
combed back or straight up, which gives 
them rather a wild appearance. These are 
some of the peculiarities of manner and ways 
which, however simall, somewhat jar on an 
Englishman. In spite of the unique oppor- 
tunity for skating which their long winter 
gives them, it is rare to find any Russian who 
can skate well.

MENTONE CAVE BURIALS. 


Relics of Men Seven Feet High in the 
Italian Caves. 
From Scienee. 

Near Mentone, but on theltalian side of 
the frontier, there are several caves in the 
cretaceous sea-cliffs, whose contents have 
long attracted the lively attention of 
arch@ologists.

LEFT-HANDEDNESS. 


Scientific Research Into the Causes of 
a the Fecullarity. 
From Science. 
W hy are most people right-handed? Why are 
a few left-handed? These are questions which 
have puzzied al] physiologists who have at- 
tempted their solution. The various theories 
put forward are compactly presented by Sir 
Daniel Wilson in his recent work, ‘‘Right 
Hand: Left-Handedness’’ (London, 1891). His 
final conclusion is that left-handedness is 


dueto ‘fan exceptional development of the 
right hemisphere of the brain.’’ But it must 
be acknowledged that his evidence, consist- 
ing of a single autopsy, is far from sufficient. 
sir Daniel calls attention to the tact that 
the formsofsome ancient stone implements 
prove that palewolithic man was sometimes 
jeft handed, and distinctly was not ambidex- 
trous, as some have maintained. He does 
not refer to De Mortillet’s tables in the Bull. 
Soc. D’Anthopologle, 1890, which show that 
atthat time in France the men averaged 
more thantwiceas many left-handed indi- 
viduals as at present; and at certain locali- 
ties, as at Chassey, on the upper Rhone, the 
left-handed were in the large majority. 

In Sir Daniel’s generally very thorough vol- 
ume there are but few references to this phe- 
nomenon in the lower animals, and no men- 
tion of its occurrence in snails. It may, 
indeed. sound likea ‘‘bull’’ to talk of animals 
as left-handed who have no hands, but the 
physiological phenomenon is plainly present. 
It is shown in the direction in which they 
construct the spiral of their shell. With the 
ordinary vine snail this is from left to right, 
but once in about 3,000 timesitis from right 
to left. ‘ihey are then known as sinistrorsa, 
In the genus Partula far more frequent ex- 
amples occur, and, indeed, species have been 
named from this peculiarity. Whatever its 
cause, in mollusk and man the same law is 
operative.

ception of the United States, could withstand 
such a strainas Russia is now undergoing 

and there is no nation in the worid, except 
perhaps one, that would rise to the emer- 
gency and do s0 much for its ptople as Rus- 
sia is doing. ’ 

The contributions America has made have 
been of great good, and they are most thank- 
fully, and, I might almost say, tearfully re- 
ceived, but they are only a drop in the bucket 
to what Russia herself ig doing. Our and 
other outside gifts amount, alltold, to per- 
haps three-quarters of a million of dollars. 
The donations of the Government and the 

ople represent in the neighborhood of 
350,000,000, and the Czar himself has given 
about $10,000,000 out of his private funds. 

The Government loans to famine villages 
amount to more than $100,000,000, and these 
loans no one ever expects that the peasants 
willrepay. Itis a physical impossibility for 
them to do so, and, as one of the chief 
officials of the Government said to me latter- 
ly, the Czar does not expect repayment. 

He wware gives a present to the people 
upon certain occasions, such as the corona- 
tion of aGrand Duke, and at the next such 
event one of his presents will probably be the 
forgiving of his debt. This $100,000,000 was 
given almost outright by the Government, 
but in addition to it numerous schemes have 
been fayored and authorized by the Czar to 
get money forthe sufferers, and the bulk of 
the gifts have come from the people. 

One of these schemes was by a lottery un- 
der the Treasury Department, the prizes of 
which were guaranteed by thse Imperial 
Bank, and the profits of which went tothe 
famine. Russia has no lotteries as the rule, 
and such things are ordinarily against the 
law. ‘This lottery brought in about $75,000,- 
000, and all classes patronized it, many of 
the wealthy buying thousands of tickets. I 
know one man here who bought $10,000 worth 
of tickets, choosing scattering numbers, and 
he did not geta single prize. He was twit- 
ted on his bad luck, and replied: 

**Idon’tcare. I have the satisfaction of 
knowing that my 20,000 roubles have gone to 
help the famine.’’ 

St. Petersburg is a city of many rich people 
and many of the nobles here took from $1,000 
to $5,000 worth of these lottery tickets, but 
the great majority were sold to people of 
small means and the buying of them was, so 
to speak, the fad. 

Consul-General Crawford estimates thatthe 
gifts of private citizens in Russia to this fam- 
ine have not heen less than 350,000,000 roubles, 
or the enormous sum of $175,000,000. The gifts 
almost surpass comprehefsion, and all told, 
notwithstanding the vast population of Rus- 
sia, they amount, including those of the Gov- 
erment, to $8 for each man, woman and 
child inthe whole Russian Empire, or to $15 
per family. 

When you remember that of the twenty odd 
million families that make up the Russian 
people not many more than 1,000,000 of them 
probably have ever had $15 at one time in 
their possession yor get some idea of the 
mighty strain this has been on those who 
could give and have given. 

Our system ofcrop reports will be adopted 
for Russia. Heretofore Russia has had no 
agricultural statistics, and the peasants have 
lived from hand to mouth. They are not 
economical or thrifty, nor accumulative in 
our sense of the word, and it requires a study 
of their character and their condition to un- 
derstand the situation. 

Lhirty years ago they were in the condition 
to a great extent of our slaves at the South 
and if the negro and the planter had 
been left to work outtheir salvation atthe 
close of the war without the aid of the money 
and push of the Norththey would probably 
be of the same character as these people are 
here to-day. 

This statement may, however, be: mislead- 
ing. ‘ihe two races are far different in char- 
acter. The great Slavicrace is oneof the 
strangest and most pecullaron God’s green 
earth. They are the baby race among the 
great races of the world. They are not yet 
out of their swaddling clothes and into even 
the knee pants of the boyhood of civilization. 
But for all that their limbs are muscular, 
their features are strong andthey have tle 
lungs andthe staying powerof the bull of 
Bashan, 

No one who visits Russia can be unim- 
pressed with the strength of character seen 
in the faces ofthe people.

DO NOT WEITE A PLAY. 


The Best Advice to Be Given to Aspir- 
ing Young Persons. 


Frank Archer, a London actor, has written 
a book entitled ‘‘How to WriteaPlay.’’ The 
London Spectator thinks ‘‘A more suitable 


title would have been ‘How Notto Writea 
Bad Play,’ and that advice on that subject 
could be given in very few words. 

*‘Not the least interesting part of Mr. 
Archer’s book is his survey of dramatic work 
that has been done by men who have suc- 
ceeded brilliantly in other branches of litera- 
ture, but have utterly failed in dramatic 
writing. The list of authors who have at- 
tempted and failed to write forthe stage isa 
really formidable one, and Includes, with but 
few exceptions, nearly all the great names 
in literature—falled, according to Mr, Arch- 
er, generally through Ignorance of the 
requirements of the stage. For it'would be 
im possible to believe that Scott, Coleridge or 
Byron were weg in dramatic force, or that 
Charles Lamb or Thackeray could not write 
g00d dialogue. The world is apt to clamor 
every now and then for a better literary 
quality in its plays,and to lament that the 
stage is not written for by men who havea 
recognized lace in literature, and who 
would, therefore, presumably be better fitted 
5 ¢ “aga something that is worth listen- 
ng to. 

**People who Idly echo this complaint would 
do well to look through the list of the fail- 
ures that are here recorded. If that ts not 
sufficient answer, let them read one or two of 
Charles Lamb’s rejected plays. or that dis- 
tressing production which Thackery after- 
ward converted into an almost equally bad 
novel under the name of ‘Lovel the Wid- 
ower.’ They will probably agree that there 
is something more required than imagina- 
tion and power of expression. Even Dickens, 
who was an excellent amateur actor himself, 
failed in writing for the theater, possibly 
from not Aig eyes that the necessity of 
conforming to its rules was paramount over 
all literary considerations. 

**it is curious to note among the names of 
unsuccessful dramatists those of Words- 
worth and Richard Cobden. Passing from 
the consideration of unsuccessful plays to” 
those who have been successful, the author, 
in attempting a definition of the latter, says 
that ‘a sympathetic and well-constructed 
drama, that yields the fullest opportu- 
nities toaclever company of actors in their 
respective lines, an that will stand a 
reasonable test of time, comes under the 
head of a successful play.” Upon two qual- 
ities at least he insists—sympathy and d 
construction. it wasto those two qualities 
that Robertson and Tom Taylor chie owed 
their success as playwrights. Inthe case of 
the former we should say that it was. solely 
to those two qualities, for, beyond their 
adaptability to the powers of the actors and 
their appeal tothe sentiment of the public, 
the comedies of that popular dramatist had 
but little to recommend them.

“WISE AND PRUDENT.” 


People who are hungry for sophisms can 
have their fill just now with those con- 
cocted by the advocates of the coal trust, 
which has monopolized the anthracite 
resources of Pennsylvania. It appears that 
wages have risen in the mines to $2.50 per 
day and the Philadelphia newspapers 
which havé in a shame-faced way advo- 
cited and defended the monopoly extract 
great comfort from the fact. The Record 
quotes the coalers’ organ as follows: 

The prudent and wise restriction of the 
production of anthracite coal, and the regu- 
lation of the trade, which was brought about 
by the consolidation of the coal interests, 
has, as we predicted, resulted In better wages 
for the miners, and consequently better 
times for the business men of the anthracite 
regions generally. 

The man whose family is likely to suffer 
for want of coal next winter will not ap- 
preciate ‘‘the prudent and wise restriction 
of the production of anthracite coal.’’ He 
cannot understand howa policy can be 
wise or prudent that makes it harder for a 
free man to live in a free country. 

Wages have risen at the mines which are 
worked. Weare informed that before the 
advance in prices ‘‘the miner hardly 
earned enough to keep his family in 
food.’’ This is granted and we congratu- 
late him on his accessof good fortune. 
But what about the men who, before the 
advance in prices, were employed in the 
mines which have been shut up in pursu- 
ance of the wise and prudent policy? If 
they were hardly able to keep their fam- 
ilies in food then, what can they do now? 
The anthracite miners get $2.50per day from 
the combine, but what of the tramps who 
were miners a few months ago? 

Nor have the fortunate ones any reason 
to be proud. Just nowthe combine is on 
its good behavior and increasing wages is 
a good card to play. But when public 
opinion is lulled to sleep, when people get 
used to high prices the army of unem- 
ployed will make an onslaught and wages 
will tumble. Does any sane man doubt it 
after the experience of organized labor in 
Homestead and Bufialo and of the moun- 
taineers of Tennessee. Every idle man is 
a bear in the wages market and sooner or 
later will have his own way withit. Sur- 
plus labor occupies a commanding position 
in the industrial battle. 

It is not wise or prudent to trust to the 
benevolence of monopoly and privilege. 
The only safe plan is to abolish them or 
deprive them of the advantages which 
they have acquired. To permit them by 
law to shut up mines and factories and 
otherwise restrict production is to put it 
in their power to turn men adrift and 
break down wages by means of the Over- 
supply of would-be workingmen clamor- 
ing for work.

-Fruitless Efforts to Extricate a Body 


From the Driftwood. 


A story wasin circulation yesterday that 
the corpse of a man was found sticking in the 
sand on the east bank of the river, and that 
the Coroner there finding it difficult 
to extricate the entire body, 
which was Dadly decomposed, had 


torn off the head 4nd one arm and carried 
them away tohold an inquest on while the 
rest of the body was left where found, ex- 
posed to water and wind, the object of the 
morbid curiosity of any who Might chance 
that way. 

Areporter who visited the East side yes- 
terday afternoon found the ag still lodged 
in the driftwood just below the Madison 
County ferry landing at Venice. It had been 
there, it was learfed, about ten days or two 
weeks. Mr. Bonner of Edwardsville, the 
Coroner of Madison County, had held an in: 
quest onthe portionofthe body he had ex- 
tricated. He had worked, it was stated, 
from lia. m.to 5 p. m.,in a fruitless en- 
deavor to extricate the entire body, and 
finally held a hasty inquest on the part of 
the body he had secured, and caught his 
train for home, employing a man named Ed 
Taylor to get he rest the body 
so as to give all the remains burial 
together. This man had sickness 
in bis family whith prevented his getting at 
the work immediately, hence the exposure 
of the body of which complaint had been 
made. Whenthe reporter was there yester- 
day the body was gone but the legs appeared 
to be still there, the body having evidently 
been torn apart againin endeavoring to ex- 
tricate it from the driftwood. 

Fragments of the dead man’s clothing were 
obtained when the body was first torn to 

feces. He wore black jeans ants and 

rown cotton coat or vest and a blue flannel 
shirt patched with cheviot witha little red 
stripe in it. 

William and Joe Bartley, living on this 
side of the river, found in the pockets two 
nickels and a dime, a match safe and key 
ring with key, which they will turn over to 
any one authorized to receive them. 

Under the same mass of drift, and not six 
feet from where this body was lodged, was 
thought, some days ago, to be the body of a 
woman. The swelling waves would allow 
glimpses of a woman’s Wearing apparel, and 
presumably there was a body there. She 
wore a light calico dress with ared stripe in 
itand a basque ofthe same description, and 
occasionally a chemise and a white skirt 
were disclosed. But no search for a body 
seems to have been made, and yesterday af- 
ternoon prodding with a stick revealed no 
traces of it.

Synopsis of the Able Address of the Vice- 
Presidéntial Candidate to the Voters 


of Illinodis—Points of Difference Be-‘ 


tween the Two Parties—The Tariff and 
the Force Bill. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ill., Aug. 27.—There was a 
gathering of the Democratic hosts of McLean 
and the adjoining counties here to-day to 
hear Vice-Presidentiai candidate Adlai E. 
Stevenson and other representatives of the 
party speak. All the adjoining towns and 
Villages had delegates on the ground as early 
@sSthis morning, and later in the forenoon 
the excursion. trains began to arrive from 
Clinton, Pekin, Lincoln, Decatur and other 
points further away. The sturdy Democrats 
of the country immediately surrounding 
Bloomington came in wagons, on horseback 
and on foot, and by noon there were 
not less than 5,00 strangers thronging 
the streets. The speaking took place 
from a large platform which had been 
erected in Franklin Park, immediately in 
front of the Stevenson mansion. Besides the 
Various visitors, all the leaders in Central 
Tilinois and several invited guests occupied 
Seats On the structure. James &. Ewing, Mr. 
Stevenson’s law partner, was the presiding 
Officer, and when he called the assemblage to 
order there were at least 8,000 people crowded 
together under the trees facing the stand. 
Candidate Stevenson was the principal at- 
traction, of course, and his appearance was 
the signa! for long-continued cheering, which 
was renewed again and again until he waved 
his hana for silence. 

Mr. Stevenson began with a brief discus- 
Sion of the proposition that this is a govern- 
ment of the peopleand then referred to the 
importance of an intelligent and conscien- 
tious exercise of the privilege of choosinga 
President and deciding what line of pubiic 
policy should be pursued, Hethen proceed- 
ed to give some reasons why Mr. Cleveland 
should be elected President and the Demo- 
cratic party restored to power. 

One reason for Mr. Cieveland’s election is 
that his administration from 1885 to 1589 was 
confessedly an honest one. None of the pre- 
dicted eviis of which Democratic triumph 
wastobethe forerunner, followed his in- 
auguration. The administration has gone 
iiito history as. an economical and able ad- 
ministration of the Government. No scan- 
dals attached toany of its appointments to 
office. Under it the rights of all pruperty—of 
all sections—of allthe people, were rerog- 
nized and enforced. Under it the bonded 
debt of the Government was paid at ma- 
Lurity; trust funds were not usedtoavoid a 
Treasury deficit; and the gold reserve was 
noi menaced by threats of invasion to meet 
the current expenses of the Government. 
Under that administration no additional 
burdens were laid uponthe people. At the 
close of President Clevelanud’s administra- 
tion tke surpius inthe Treasury exc.usive of 
the gold reserve, was, in round numbers, 
$83, 000, 000, 

SURPLUS MELTED AWAY. 

Now, at the end cf three and a half years of 
tepublican administration, thls surplus has 
ineited away and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury estimaies that there will bea deficiency 
for the present fiscal year of $52,009,000, if the 
law regardingthe sinking fund is complied 
with. Phe bankruptcy which now threatens 
the Treasury is the result, first, of the enact- 
ment of the McKiniey taritf law, and, sec- 
ondly, of the lavish appropriatious of the 
Fifty-first Congress. 

While the present Secretary ofthe Treasury 
was Obligel last Year toextend the payment 
Ot $25,000,090 oT government Donds, his Demo- 
cratic predecessor pald all bonds at maturil- 
ty. The large app: opriations of this present 
Congress Were iurgely necessitated by the 
reckless legisiition of ihe Repubiican prede- 
cessor. Besides,the present Kepuvlican Senate 
added more tuan $32,000,0 0to tue appropria- 
tion bDiils as they originally passed the Dem- 
ocratic House oi Representatives. 

THE TARIFF. 

The tariff isthe all-important issue of the 
pending campaign. Shali there bea revision 
of our tariffiaws, andas a consequence of 
such lexzislation a reduction of taxation; or, 
shall it become the policy of our Government 
to maintain, permaneltly, high protection? 
Yhe Kepublican party is for the McKinley bill 
and a prolhibitory tariff. The Democratic 

arty,as emphasized by its utterances and 
ts acts, is the advocate of tarilf reform, The 
issue is squareiy presented. Upon the one 
side are the advocates of a high protective or 

rohibitory policy—a policy tuat enriches the 
ewat the expense of the many. On the 
other the advocates of such reduction of 
tariff duties as will uivetoour manufactur- 
ersthe benefit of cheap raw material, and 
lessen tothe consumer the cost of the neces- 
saries of life. 

The plea that the tariff ls needed to protect 
**infant industries’’ is shown fallacious from 
the fact ceriain ‘‘infant industries’’ have 
been protecied since Ciay’s time, and in- 
stead of being lessened, protection has, year 
by year, under Republican rule, iucreased. 
In proportion as these Industries have grown 
stronger and move powerlul, they have de- 
manded yet greater protection, 

Mr. Stevenson asserted that the fifteen 

ears under the low tariff of 184 has 

een truly called the golden epoch of our 
history. ‘he cost of the necessaries o7 life 
had reached the minimum, andat no timein 
our history was it easier for the wage-earner 
to support his family. The farmer, the me- 
chanic, the day laborer, alike realized the 
benefit Of low taxation. 

Then the war came with its enormous bur- 
dens, which hau to be met by taxing nearly 
everything and everybody. After the war 
taxes were reduced, but the rich were the 
firstto be relieved, while the war taxes—the 
tariff taxes—not only remained, but were in- 
creased, untliithe McKinley law imposed a 
tariff that is practically prolibitory. 

The speaker then showed thatio the me- 
chanic and laborer protection has proved a 
delusion and a snare, and in no respect 
whatever canit beshownto have beneiited 
the farmer. The reai meaning of protection 
is: ‘‘Kobbery of the poor by the rich.’’ 

The contest upon which we have now en- 
tered is of deep significance tothe American 
people. Shall high tariff, continually in- 
creasing with the demands of the protected 
Classes, be the settled policy of our Govern- 
mient, or shallthere berelief tothe people 
from the burdens of unjust taxation?’ 

THE FORCE BILL. 

Another issue of great momentin the pend- 
ing contest is the force bili, The magnitude 
of this issue cannot be overstated. it may 
mean the control of the election of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress by the bayonet. The 
Republican party stands piedged by its plat- 
form to the passage ofa biil of this sort. 

Mr. Stevenson expressed his hearty ac- 
cordance with his party in its eiforts to 
repeal the compulsory schooi law passed by 
a Kepublican Legislature of illinois. It is 
passing strange that legislation so hostile to 
the spirit of ourtree institutions should ever 
have found its way to our statute books, The 
rigitt of the parent to exercise reasonable 
control over the eaucation of his child should 
not be abridged. 

Mr. Stevenson closed with an_ eloquent 
peroration predicting success in November. 

During the delivery of the address the 
audience manifested its appreciation of the 
telling points by applayse, and as the speaker 
concluved there was a renewal of the cheer- 
ing, lasting severai minutes. 

wr. Stevenson was followed by several 
other speakers andthe meeting did not dis- 
perse until late in the afternoon. 

To-night there will be a meeting of German 
yoters atthe Turner Hall, which will be ad- 
dressed by Commissioner Ramb, Herman 
Lieb of Chicago and others.

Guard Officer Lawton Wounds Cadet 
Allen’s Feelings and Is Promptly Chal- 
lenged—Alien Gets First. Blood-A 
tprained Ankle Defeats the Ends of 
Poetic Justicea—Lawton Wits. 


WEST Point, N. Y., Aug. 27.—A sahguinary 
battle was fought here between two cadets 
yesterday, but fortunately the blood flowed 
from a damaged mouth that hature can re- 
pair without the ald of surgeons. 

There was a formal challenge to fight, and 
an equally formal acceptance. It was 
arranged that the ‘‘affairof honor’’ should 
be decided under the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules. The result was that the aggrieved 
youth who issued the challenge, contrary to 
the poetic justice usually dealt out in novels, 
was vanquished by his opponent. 

AN OVERBEARING OFFICER. 

The overbearing manner that upper-class 
men see fit to assume towards the ‘‘plebes,’’ 
orfourth class#men, was described inthe 
Herald a few days ago, and were responsible 
for this encounter. Cadet F. G, Lawton, 
while officer of the guarda few days ago, re- 
ported Cadet Boughton T, Allen for some 
dereliction of duty.

THE PRINCIPALS, 

Lawton Is inthe second class of the acad- 
emy.

DALY’S KNOCK - OUT. 


Varying Opinicns of Corbett’s Treat- 
ment of His Trainer. 


MANY THINK IT WAS BRUTAL AND EN- 
TIRELY UNNECESSARY. 


Very Likely It Wasa Piece of Manager 
Brady’s Theatrical Clap- Trap—Charley 
Daly Gives His Opinion on Billy Myer 
—Gossip From Turf, Ring and Dia- 
mond. 


New York, Aug. 27.—About the only thing 
the average sporting man feels is of any im- 
portance at present isthe great prize fight. 
The unfortunate occurrence Of Thursday 
nightat Asbury Park, the knocking out by 
Corbett of his sparring partner, Jim Daly, 
was the talk of the town to-day. Many 
seemed tothink it was brutal and entirely 
unnecessary, The majority of the people, 
however, are more liberal in thelr views and 
are willingtoaccept Corbett’s apology that 
it was an unintentional blow.

While it has raised Corbettin the 
estimation of some people it has had just the 
opposite effect with others. Jim’s admirers 
assert that heisin such magnificent condl- 
tion that he does not know his own strength 
and could not have realized the force of the 
blow that put Daly to sleep. 

The time forthe fight is drawing so near 
that it is unlikely that either Sullivan or Cor- 
bett will have much further use for his pres- 
ent training quarters. Sullivan will leave 
Good Ground on Monday, and after his bene- 
fit entertainment in the evening will prepare 
for his journey to New Orleans in the special 
which will convey the Sullivan party and 
willleave the West Shore Station in Wee- 
hawken at5:15p.m.on Sept. 1.
